JAPAN AND THE OCCIDENT 


Bishop Tucker of Kyoto Told of Pioneer Work Done Among 
Japanese Who Want Western Ways But in Doubt About 
Religion. Praises Andover Girl’s Work in Kyoto 


‘Japan has absorbed western civilization, commercially and socially, but is 
not sure that western Christianity is needed,” was the statement of Bishop 
Tucker of Kyoto, Japan, at the vesper service at Christ church last Sunday. 
Ile further stated that the Japanese delegation which visited this country a few 
\ears ago recommended to their people that Christianity as practiced here in 
the Occident would not help Japan. 

Bishop Tucker’s visit was of local interest for he brought news of the work 
of Miss Marion Humphreys, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. C. J. R. Humphreys of 
Central street, who went to the mission field in Kyoto, Japan, two years ago. 
Bishop Tucker said he was glad to report the very successful work which Miss 
Humphreys is doing in social work among the women there and of the excellent 
service she is rendering in the kindergarten schools for the Japanese children. 

There was a large congregation and Bishop Tucker gave a very interesting 
account of progress in the mission field and said that the Japanese themselves 
would eventually accept the Christian religion, but not from missionaries but 
from their own people who had received Christian training at the hands of the 
missionaries. Japan’s rapid rise into a world power had raised many social

D. Brewer Eddy of Boston Addressed November Club 
Monday Afternoon and Related His Experience at 
the Training Bases in First Days of War. 


Rev. D. Brewer Eddy, who is no stranger to Andover, having conducted 
services at the Academy church during Mr, Stackpole’s absence in 1913-14, gave 
a very interesting talk to the members and guests of the November Club on 
Monday afternoon. Mr. Eddy spoke of his recent experiences in England where 
he spent five weeks observing and helping in the Y.M.C.A. branches of the various 
training camps throughout England. He first spoke of the elaborate precautions 
against submarine attack that were taken by the ship of the American line on 
which he sailed. As it neared the English coast, to make plain her neutral nation- 
ality, clusters of electric lights were hung over the sides to illuminate the name 
of the ship painted in large letters on the hull, and searchlights were turned upon 
the American flag at the stern. 

The first camp visited was the very extensive one situated on Salisbury Plain 
in Southern England, where a commodious building had been erected by the 
Y.M.C.A., devoted to the recreation of the soldiers during their leisure hours 
as well as to the usual daily services held therein. Mr. Eddy said if the Y.M.C.A. 
was doing no other work for the ‘‘Tommies”, the daily average of 1600 home- 
letters mailed from this building by the soldiers proved its good services and

EDUCATIONAL NOTES 


Scottish School Reforms Advocated 


Edinburgh, Sceotland.—At a recent 
annual meeting of the Secondary Edu- 
cational Association of Scotland held 
in the University of Edinburgh, Dr. 
A. Morgan, principal of the Edinburgh 
Provincial Training School, submitted 
a report on the work of the Scottish 
Reform Committee. The report takes 
up questions which are being  ac- 
tively discussed in educational circles 
throughout the United Kingdom such 
as the school leaving age and teachers’ 
salaries, The first’ important con- 
clusion the committee came to, he said, 
was that the country should be the 
area and that the County Council 
should be the local educational author- 
ity. They needed a local education 
authority to deal with local questions 
in education, and they also needed a 
national educational authority to con- 
sider national needs. Hence a very 
important proposal had been made to 
institute a National Council of Edu- 
cation. Teachers should have an im- 
portant place on that council, and all 
other bodies interested in education 
should also be represented. 

In regard to salaries the committee 
proposed that the Government grant 
should coyer the whole of the ex- 
penditure, on salaries and a_ certain 
proportion of other approved expendi- 
ture. They had also agreed, by a ma- 
jority, that there should be a national 
scale of salaries for teachers fixed by 
the State. Another important recom- 
mendation was that there should be 
compulsory attendance up till 15 years 
of age, and compulsory attendance at 
part-time day continuation classes from 
15 to 18 years of age. Dr. Morgan 
intimated that whenever the war was 
over the first item of their reform cam- 
paign would be the salary question. 
They could not have an efficient system 
of education unless they had the best 
teachers available, and they could not 
have that at the present salaries.— 
| Christian Science Monitor.

ton, considering the proposed legislation. 
| Among those who appeared before the 
committee to testify were Dr. John 
Dewey of Columbia University, Dr. 
John L. Elliott of New York, President 
Alexander Meikeljohn of Amherst, Wil- 
liam I. Hull of Haverford, and Professor 
Edward P. Cheyney of the University of 
Pennsylvania. ‘This was the second of a 
| series of hearings under the duspices of 
| the American Union against militarism. 


Money From Waste 

The value of waste materials sold to 
the junkmen in the United States in the 
| course of the last twelve months amounts 
to $1,000,000,000. The war, of course, 
has created a demand for goods of this 
character and has established a new high 
level of prices paid for them. But if the 
| trade under these abnormal conditions 
amounts to $1,000,000.000 in a single 
year, even in times of peace, when con- 
ditions are normal, a vast amount of 
money must change hands in the process 
of disposing of the annual accumulation 
of the nation’s Wasté: , 

In the past, if we are to accept the 
statement™made by the president of the 
National Association of Waste Material 
Dealers, the American public has been 
| extremely wasteful of its waste. It has 
| not sought to convert it into money. 
Indeed, it could scarcely be induced to 
heed the junkman’s cry. Some persons 
| realized a few cents from regular sales 
|} to the collectors, but they, as a rule, 
generally had least to sell because less 
with them went to waste. ‘‘From the 
houses of rich people,”’ as one junkman 
put it, ‘where one would naturally ex- 
pect to obtain the greatest amount of 
wasle, no waste was offered for sale. 
| Dealing with the junkman was ‘too 
| much trouble.’ It was easier to burn 
| the waste than tosell it.” 
| _ But this “burning up of money,*says 
| the president of the dealers, has ceased 


throughout the length of the comedy 
| they mount up in power and _profu- 
sion until the whole house is figura- 
| tively rocking with laughter. Not 
| content to have a single leading player

to a great extent. “The war,”’ he con- 
tinues, “has stimulated the saving of 
waste materials to an extent never be- 
fore known. The American people are 
learning not to be as careless about odds 
and ends of materials as formerly. The 
result has been that the junkmen have 
picked up more second-hand products 
than ever before. A nation-wide clean- 
up in all sections of the country of waste 
materials has distributed millions of 
dollars among the people.” ‘ 

The prices paid for waste rags and 
metals will decrease, no doubt, when 
the demand created by the war comes 
to an end. But is is not likely, we are 
assured, that they will ever be as low 
as they were before the war, for the 
great conflict has not only taught the 
American housewife that waste has 
value, but it has shown the American 
business man new ways for turning 
waste into new products. ‘‘It is inter- 
esting to note,” the president of the 
organization adds, “that the war has 
made new ways for utilizing waste ma- 
terial products. These new avenues are 
being developed quietly and not much 
has been made public concerning them, 
but they will become known later.” It 
would seem that the ‘‘most wasteful na- 
tion in the world” has learned a val- 
uable lesson. Perhaps, hereafter, the 
junk collector will not ery his busi- 
ness into ears as heedless as they used 
to be.—Indianapolis News. 


Teacher’s Disability Law 

A school teacher's disability retire- 
ment law, granting local school com- 
mittees authority to pension disabled 
teachers who have been in the ser- 
vice for fifteen years or more, is the 
recommendation of the Teacher's Re- 
tirement Board in its report filed with 
the Legislature Monday. The board 
states that inasmuch as Massachu- 
setts is among the few States which 
has not provided for disabled teachers, 
such a law should be placed upon the 
statute books. The board, therefore, 
recommends. a_ bill which provides 
that, subject to the approval of the 
Retirement Board, a school commit- 
tee may retire a teacher who has served 
for fifteen years or more if, on ac- 
count of disability the teacher is not 
longer capable of fulfilling his duties. 

The allowance which is to be grant- 
ed these teachers is to be figured on the 
same basis as that granted under the 
system by which teachers who have 
reached sixty are retired. The teacher 
is to receive an annuity from the con- 
tributions which he has made to the 
fund from time to time, and the State 
is to pension him according to his years 
of service. The report is signed by 
the members of the board, of which

Boy Scout Education Department 
Founded 


The National Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America has just completed 
the organization of an Educational De- 
partment of the Boy Scout Movement 
which will: 

1. Conduct conferences on leader- 
ship with scoutmasters and other 
Scout officials throughout the country. 

2.. Promote and develop courses for 
leadership in Scouting both in connec- 
tion with established educational in- 
stitutions, and under the auspices of 
local Scout Councils. 

3. Arrange for campaigns to pro- 
mote a better general understanding 
of the merits of the Scout Program. 

1, Present its plea for leaders to 
various student bodies and at conven- 
tions and conferences of religious and 
educational workers. 

5. Develop correspondence courses 
for inspiration and instruction of Scout 
leaders. 

6. Cultivate the interest of school 
teachers and others particularly con- 
cerned with education matters, in the 
value of the activities prescribed in the 
Scout Program. 

Lorne W. Barclay has been chosen 
to head this new department. Mr. 
Barclay’s educational training and ex- 
perience particularly fit him for work 
in this new field. He has an A. B. 
degree, Bethany College, Canada; B. D. 
Yale School of Religions; and was 
Scout Executive, Manhattan-Bronx Boy 
Scout Councils, 1915-1916. During 
these years he lectured at Yale, Colum- 
bia and Toronto University, on Social 
Education. 

Mr. Barclay will be assisted by a 
committee of eminent educators, cen- 
sisting of Jeremiah W. Jénks, LL-D., 
Director ‘of the Division of Public 
Affairs, New York University; Dr. 
James E. Russell, Dean pf Teachers’ 
College, “Columbia University; Prof: 
Norman E. Richardson, head of De- 
partment of Religious Education, Bos- 
ton University, in which the courses 
in Scouting and recreational leader- 
ship of Boston University are given. 

It is planned to increase the active 
membership of this committee from 
time to time. In addition to this, it is 
planned to have an Advisory Commit- 
lee representing the entire educational 
system of the country, as well as of 
sections of the country.

There is no guarantee that our ex- 
ports will keep up their present level 
after the war, and there is a moral cer- 
tainty that imports will increase. Nat- 
urally enough, Republicans said so be- 
fore the election, it is more to the pur- 
pose that Democrats have been appre- 
hensive ever since the election. 

“You cannot fight always,” said Lin- 
coln, hence our November exports of 
$517,900,000, and our eleven months ex- 
ports of $4,961,200,000 are simply ab- 
normal. Gigantic they are, but they 
simply mean that the hideous industry 
of slaughter demands unbounded sup- 
plies. 

By all means give the low Tariff edi- 
tors all the consolation they-can get out 
of “our dwindling exports.” In Qctober 
we imported $178,700,000, and in Nov- 
ember we brought the figures down to 
$177,000,000, a plain falling off of $1,- 
300,000. Still for the eleven months we 
imported $2,186,800,000 as against 
$1,606,800,000 in 1915, and $1,674,600,- 
000 in 1914. 

If these figures stagger the Protection- 
ist, how do they appeal to the old-fash- 
ioned believer in a revenue tariff? 
Sixty-six per cent. of our November im- 
ports entered free of duty, about the 
same proportion as that for November, 
1915, We have, it is true, a substantial 
trade balance, twice as much as for No- 
vember, 1915, and four times as much 
for November, 1914. The figures for the 
eleven months also show a heavy excess 
of exports over imports. Still if only a 
part of Europe can load goods on our 
wharves at this rate, what will all Eu- 
rope do after peace comes?--Camden 
(N. J.) Post Telegram. 


Plan World’s Highest Dam 


Preliminary work costing $175,000 
has been completed on the Pend Oreille 
River, at a point about 125 miles north 
of Spokane, preparatory to a hydro-elec- 
trical development that will include the 
highest dam in the world. 

The dam will be 375 feet high above 
the bed of the river, and will have an ex- 
treme length of about 250 feet at the 
crest. It will be 25 feet taller than the 
Arrow Rock dam, -which is now the 
highest in the world. The only site 
available is in a canyon where the river 
runs 100 feet deep at low water and over 
150 feet in time of flood. 

For two years exploration has gone 
forward under direction of HughCooper, 
a New York engineer. The syndicate 
behind the proposition wanted to know 
the character of the river bottom before 
making the large investment necessary 
for such a development. 

Even at low water the current is so 
swift that it was impossible to make bor- 
ings which would disclose the character 
of the rock beneath. The condition 
presented unique engineering problems. 
Being unable to make soundings from 
the surface, the exploration was carried 
on from the under side. A shaft was 
sunk on one side of the river to a depth 
of 200 feet, or 50 feet below the river 
bed. From this shaft a tunnel was 
driven under the river for a length of 
150 feet. Using the tunnel as a drilling 
chamber, diamond drill borings were 
made up through the river bed into 
the territory underneath the proposed 
dam. 

According to Spokane engineers who 
are familiar with the work, this explora- 
tion was rewarded with assurance that 
the rock at this point is perfectly sound 
and capable of supporting the great 
weight of such a dam as is proposed. 
Eighteen hundred feet of diamond drill 
borings were made without disclosing 
any fissures or faults. 


Fire Protection for the Horse 
Fire-Commissioner O’ Keefe is notify- 
ing stable keepers throughout the State 
of the law our Society secured last win- 
ter, acopy of which we give below:

Millions of men will be released from 
the armies, compelled to work for what 
they can get—and at once. 

We must take care that millions of 
men are not released from their jobs 
here in America by the compctition that 
will come from Europe after this war. 

The Secretary of the Navy makes an 
announcement interesting to employers 
and workmen and to every citizen, an 
announcement most amazing, and this 
is it: 

At this moment, with the war going 
on, but with peace in sight, the ammu- 
nition factories of England are bidding 
for the business of the United States 
Government and actually underbid all 
of our factories in America. 

Secretary Daniels was so struck with 
the difference in price that he empha- 
sized it in the press notice given out 
by the Navy Department. He is at a 
loss to understand why the American 
prices are so much in excess. Mr. Dan- 
iels said the Hadfields company’s offer 
would be considered in awarding con- 
tracts. . 

Secretary Daniels may well be “struck 
with the difference in price.” Workmen 
getting high wages in this country, em- 
ployers who know what Free-Trade com- 
petition means, may also be “struck” 
by the facts. 

Here is an English concern offering to 
supply the United States with shells for 
its cannon and, in spite of war abroad, 
offering prices with which Americans 
cannot compete. 

England would deliver the goods in 
sixteen months for five hundred and 
thirteen dollars each. 

The great American Bethlehem Steel 
Company asks seven hundred and 
seventy-five dollars each and requires 
thirty-six months’ time. 

And the big Midvale Steel Company 
asks nine hundred dollars each and re- 
quires twenty-four months’ time. 

What does this mean? It means, of 
course, that the workers in America are 
getting very much higher wages than 
the workers in England, and also that 
those whose capital is invested in manu- 
facturing here are getting much bigger 
returns than capitalists investing in 
England. 

At a dinner given recently in his 
honor, Mr. Schwab, of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, announced that he 
paid every one of his employes, men and 
women, an average of almost a hundred 
dollars a month. This is more than 
double what the same employes would 
get in Europe. 

No wonder Europe can undersell us, 
even now in war time. 

Who could have believed a few weeks 
ago that» to-day the Secretary of the 
Navy would be announcing that ammu- 
nition makers in England were com- 
peting for the business of the United 
States and cutting almost one-half be- 
low the price of the American manufac- 
turer, which means the American work- 
man? 

This is a serious matter for every man 
interested in the prosperity of this coun- 
try. 

Peace mustcome. It will meana bless- 
ing for Europe, it must not be allowed 
to mean hard times and impossible com- 
petition for the United States. 

We rejoice to see the English ammu- 
nition factories producing more than 
they can use—for that means that those 
factories and the government control- 
ling them realize that peace is here. 

But from the point of view of the 
American workman, of American pros- 
perity, this announcement of Secretary 
Daniels is the most striking and alarm- 
ing thing in all the news of many 
months. 

If the steel business of England can 
underbid us forty per cent. now, with 
war on, what will the underbidding be 
when all the great iron industries of 
France and England and Germany begin 
competing for the trade of the United 
States? 

We need a Tariff, adequate protection 
for workers and business men, and we 
should have it.—New York Journal.

What England Really has Done 


The embattlements, laboriously built 
up by generations of men against barbar- 
ism, were broken, and had not the might 
of Britain passed into the breach Europe 
would have been inundated with a flood 
of savagery and unbridled lust of power. 
(Lloyd George's speech.) 

The cheap talk about Britain letting 
her allies do her fighting for her, com- 
pressed into a peculiarly cheap sentence, 
“England is ready to fight to the last 
Frenchman,” met with the contempt it 
deserved among thinking men, but with 
acceptance among idle minds. It is 
well to be reminded that but for Britain 
that flood would have poured over these 
broken embattlements and inundated 
Europe. It was the entry of England 
that shattered the well-laid German plan 
for an easy march to Paris and a swift 
crippling blow at Russia over the ruins of 
France. To-day it is England’s un- 
broken mastery of the sea that over- 
matches Germany's mastery of con- 
quered lands. Always a naval, never a 
military Power, England has nevertheless 
brought herself up to the Continental 
military standard and raised the great 
and heroic army that now confronts 
Germany in France. But it is on the sea 
that her great service to liberty has been 
rendered; there she broke at once the 
German dream of victory, and there she 
has ever since had her hand at Germany's 
throat while the allied armies struggled 
with their half-strangled foe. 

Furthermore, it is England’s glory 
that she grows truly great with blows. 
It is always in a muddled, helter-skelter 
way that she enters a war, but if the war 
is long and great she steadily rises and 
steadies, until her figure looms higher 
and higher among the contestants.

France saved Europe at the Marne; 
Russia saved Europe by dividing the 
German armies and giving France 
breathing space and England time to 
arm; but England, too, saved Europe, for 
without her on the sea the war would 
long ago have been over. The part she 
played is not single, as it, was when she

NEW BOOKS 


An Old New England School 

The above is the title of a new book on 
Phillips Academy, Andover, by Dr, 
Claude M. Fuess of Andover and will 
be published in May, by Houghton 
Mifflin Company. It is a volume of 
about 550 pages, attractively bound in 
cloth with lettering and 
decorations in gold, and illustrated with 
thirty-two pages of photographs cover- 
ing interesting features of school life. 

The book, prepared with the authori- 
zation of the Trustees of Phillips Acad- 
emy, is a readable and comprehensive 
study of one of the most interesting 
educational institutions in America. 

Beginning with some account of 
the Phillips family and of the founding 
of the school during the Revolutionary 
War, the volume deals at length with 
its subsequent development and expan- 
sion. In the twenty-four chapters 
there are amusing anecdotes of early 
students and principals, accounts of 
student life at different periods, remin- 
iscences of boy pranks and of football 
and baseball heroes, and a description 
of Phillips Academy to-day. 

As a contribution to the history of 
American education this book has 
permanent value, and should find a 
place in many libraries. Its special 
appeal, however, will be to Andover 
alumni, who will find in it not only a 
most interesting history of their school, 
but also much that relates to their 
own days there.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL DEWEY 


Washington, Jan. 17.—Admiral 


George Dewey, the nation’s Spanish 
war hero and by priority of grade the 
ranking naval officer of the world, 
died at his home here last night in 
his 80th year. He had _ not been 
conscious since Monday, when he 
lapsed into coma, still believing that 
In a few days he would be Lack at his 
desk in the navy department. 

A general breakdown accompanied 
by arterio sclerosis incident to old aze 
was the cause of death. The disease 
had been grad ially spreading its hold i 
upon the powerful body for a year | 
and a half, but the admiral, provd | 
of his physical vigor, had fought | 

| 


‘ff and even kept its existence a se@- 
cret from most cf his intimate frienas. 
Last Wednesday he was at his of- 
fice apparently hale and hearty. The 
next day he collapsed as |e was pre- 
paring to leave the house, and the 
beginning of the end was at hand. 

Mrs. Dewey ind the admiral’s only 
son, George, were at the bedside last 
night. They kad known since Mon- 
day there was no hope. 

The admiral died at 5:56 o'clock. 
President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
iels were notified at once and the 
news was flashed by wireless to Amer- 
ican naval vesse's and stations all 
over the world. The mesage carried 
orders tQat all flags be half-masted. 

Head of Naval Board 

Since 1900 he had been on duty at 
the navy department as president o! 
the general board, constantly tn 
touch with all activities of the navy, 
adviser of secietaries and a mighty 
champion of a greater fleet. 

And Dewey was not on the active 
list in name only. 
passed the axe limit, almost up until 
his last illness, he was at his desk 
every day and 1emained there during 
regular office hours. As head of the 
general board he completed the last 
chapter of his life work by making 
new plans for the defense of America. 

Dewey's achievements, due in part 
to his perscnvlity, in part to his keen 
perception and natural mental alert- 
ness, were based also on his knowl- 
edge of history. He had studied and 
and could tell off hand the result of 
every naval battle from the time of 
ancient Greece and Rome, and, more- 
over, se knew why each was lost or 
won. His first actual training was 
with Fagragut, and Farragut was his 
hero, Farragut’s history his text 
book.

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rhe Governor in his inaugural again 
resents to the legislature the problem 
of motor vehicle regulation, He is 
stirred to this action by the serious state 
of affairs now existing on our highways— 
the annual killing of upwards of three 
hundred persons and injuring of more 
than eight thousand others by motor 
vehicles. - He suggests two methods 
whereby the present system can be im- 
proved. The first is by rearranging the 
departments of the Highway Commis- 
sion either by adding a fourth com- 
nissioner to supervise motor vehicle 
operation and registration or by per- 
mitting the present Board to delegate 
certain of its powers/to an assistant. 
The second is by creating a Motor 
Vehicle Commission (distinct and apart 
from the Highway Commission. 

lhat a change is necessary in the sys- 

tem of motor vehicle supervision is ad- 
mitted on all sides. In spite of efforts 
to make the highways safer, conditions 
have become steadily worse. Each 
year sees an increas@ in the number of 
incompetent operators, licensed without 
regard to fitness. Violations of law 
more and more frequently go unpun- 
ished. There is neither co-ordination 
nor harmony betweén the various au- 
thorities having to do with the subject. 
The motor vehicle’ problem” requires 
treatment of the most expert kind. 
Such treatment is now lacking because 
the Highway Commission, the body 
most nearly concerned with the prob- 
lem, is so overloaded with other work 
that it cannot devote; proper attention 
to protecting the lives and safety of the 
yublie. 
The two proposals referred to, while 
somewhat similar on their face, differ 
radically in‘ fact. “One assumes that 
highway construction and: automobile 
regulation naturally go hand in hand 
and that the present method of com- 
bining the two under one head has 
proved satisfactory. The other pro- 
posal proceeds on. the theory that a 
board of engineers is,.not the proper 
body to frame and enforce what are 
essentially police regulations and that 
present conditions prove it. These 
conditions are just what one would 
expect from motor vehicle supervision 
by a road building commission. The 
bulk of the attention, time and interest 
of the Commissioners is spent on road 
building and an enormous proportion 
of the motor vehicle fund is diverted to 
road construction, (Half of the ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 dollars spent 
annually by the Highway Commission is 
derived from motor vehicle registration 
and license fees, of which 88% is ex- 
pended upon the road construction and 
only 12% upon motor vehicle regulation. ) 
Consequently motor vehicle regulation 
is getting neither the money nor thought 
which its importance at the present 
juncture requires. 

The first propoasl of the Governor, 
which is said to be suggested by the 
Highway Commission. leaves the control 
as before with that board, merely re- 
lieving it of certain’ troublesome de- 
tails. Such a plan is absurd. The 
purpose of relieving the three Com- 
missioners of such details is to give them 
more time for road building. The more 
they give to road building and the fur- 
ther removed they become from im- 
mediate contact with the automobile 
problem, the less interest will they have 
with it; the less knowledge they will 
have concerning it and consequently, 
less intelligently will they treat it. 
The remedy goes precisely on the wrong 
tack. 

It is vital to meet the problem with 
both courage and intelligence. The 
first proposal is neither courageous nor 
intelligent, but a feeble makeshift 
suggested by the Highway Commission 
for the purpose Of preserving its own 
authority and prestige. When twenty- 
one people are killed in one week, it is 
no time to think of anything but the 
best interests of the community. These 
can only be properly served by a direct 
and whole hearted attack at the root 
of the problem. A separate Commission 
must be established. The Commissioner 
must be a man of high calibre, entitled 
to a good salary, with a chance to exer- 
cise his intelligence and enterprise on 
the problem before him and upon whom 
shall fall the responsibility of meeting 
this problem successfully. Such a man 
will not serve in a merely subordinate 
position. Whether the Highway Com- 
mission so desires or not, it must give 
over without reserve the control it 
now exercises over motor vehicle regu- 
lation to a Commission, which will have 
temptation to divert. its finds te dther 
purposes and whose interests are pri- 
marily those of public safety. “ 

That an*immediate and active de- 
wend exists for‘the complete separation 
ol motor vehicle supervision and high- 
Way construction is shown by the fact 
that bills providing.for a motor vehicle 
commission are-being filed by at least 
three different , orgarfizations. —Moor- 
field Storey,- President Highway Safety 
League; Frangig Peabody President, Safe

Eligibility of Convention Delegates 


Representative Roger Wolcott of Mil- 
ton has introduced an order asking for a 
Supreme Court opinion on the eligibility 
of certain classes of office holders for 
membership in the coming constitution- 
al convention. 

Representative Wolcott’s order reads: 
Ordered, That the opinion of the jus- 
tices of the Supreme Judicial Court be 
required by the House of Representa- 
tives on the following questions of law: 

1. Is membership in the convention 
to revise, alter or amend the constitu- 
tion of the Commonwealth, as provided 
in chapter ninety-eight of the General 
Acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
sixteen, compatible, under said consti- 
tution, with the holding of the following 
offices: 

a. Senator or representative in the 
General Court? 

b. Governor or lieutenant governor? 

c. Executive councillor? 

d. Justice of the Supreme Judicial 
Court? 

e. Justice of the Superior Court? 

f. Justice of any other court estab- 
lished in this Commonwealth? 

g. A State offiee filled by the. vote of 
all the people, to wit: Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, treasurer and receiver 
general, auditor of the Commonwealth, 
attorney general. 

h. Senators and representatives from 
Commonwealth, in the Congress of the 
United States? 

2. Is it within the constitutional 
power of the General Court to provide 
by law, either by amending said chap- 
ter ninety-eight of the General Acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and sixteen, 
or otherwise, that the incumbents of any 
or all of the offices mentioned in ques- 
tion one shall be eligible to membership 
of said convention? 

3. If it shall appear that membership 
in said convention is incompatible, under 
the constitution of the Commonwealth, 
with the holding of any office or place 
mentioned in question one, is there any 
statute of the Commonwealth that 
would render the incumbent thereof 
ineligible or incompetent to serve as a 
member of said convention? 

These important questions of law are 
submitted in view of the pendency in 
the General Court of a bill entitled 
“An Act declaring certain officers 
eligible to membership in the constitu- 
tional convention (House, No. 795), 
rendering the incumbents of the offices 
and places mentioned in question one 
competent to serve as members in said 
constitution, a copy of which is hereto 
appended. 


A Grim Initiation 


What appeared to three youths as a 
joke when arrested became very serious 
when they were taken to the county jail 
and there put through prison routine. 
Dazed by having their finger-prints, pic- 
tures and measurements taken and then 
being placed in cells after a scrubbing 
and confinement in the dungeon, they 
were calling for outside assistance when 
finally released to their friends, members 
of the Phi Chi Fraternity of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, late in 
the evening. a 

D. A. Gallant, Virgil Wescott and 
Charles Chaplin (not the actor), were 
lured by a friend to walk near the jail, 
where they were taken into custody by 
Deputy Sheriffs Cochran, Fee, Henry 
and Anderson. Charged with a serious 
offense, they were then taken before 
Undersheriff White, who grilled them 
severely and ordered their incarceration. 

Until the jail doors clanked after 
them, they thought it a joke. When 
they were deprived of their possessions, 
weighed and measured, then taken into 
the Bertillon room, where Identification 
Expert Bailey ‘‘mugged” and put them 
through the other routine, they be- 
came very serious. From here they 
were sent to their cells and ordered to 
prepare for a bath and their prison 
clothing. : | 

Objecting to this, they were sent to 
the dungeon and kept there about half 
an hour and after their release, agreed 
without a bit of objection to taking a 
large dose of caster oil, administered 
by a dusky “‘trusty,”’ who assured them 
it was alla part of “derules.” = 

About this time the young men began 
to inquire about bail and getting in 
touch with their parents,. or other in- 
terested relatives and with attorneys. 
For an hour they were delayed and 


| finally after the sparse jail fare, they 


received a call to the reception-room and 
there were greeted by their grinning 
initiators, ‘who informed. them it-was all 
a part of the first degree. * 

Before allowing the use of officers and 
jail, Undersheriff White secured the per- 
mission of proper persons and also a 
guarantee that no possible action might 
be brought in the future as a result of 
the fraternity’s pranks.—Los Angeles 
Times.

TEUTON TREATY 
NO PROTECTION 


Ulies Declare It 1s Shown by 
Recent History 


BERMANY MUST BE GRUSHED 


Expulsion of Turk From Europe as 
Necessary as Restoration of Alsace- 
Lorraine to France and Other De- 
mands—New Peace Note Unexpect- 
edly Reaches Washington 


Washington, Jan. 18.—-The entente 
allies, in a note addressed by Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister Balfour to Am- 


bassador Spring-Rice and delivered 
to the state department, amplified 
their peace note by explaining in de- 
tail why they belfeve it impossible at 
present to attain a peace which will 
assure them such guarantees as they 
consider essential. 

The note says the allies believe that 
an enduring peace such as the world 
needs can only be secured on the con- 
ditions and guarantees named in their 
previous note, and that such a peace 
can only result from a victory for 
the allied cause. 

The expulsion of the Turk from 
Europe is as necessary to the future 
peace and well-being of Europe as 
the restoration of ‘Alsace-Lorraine to 
France or Italia Irrelenta to Italy, 
or any of the territorial changes in- 
dicated in the allies’ note. 

The submariue is declared to have 
assiduously imitated the barbarous 
practices of the sister service. 

Those who think the future peace 
of the world may be insured by in- 
ternational treaties and laws, the 
note says, have ill-learned the les- 
sons taught by recent history. 

After charging that German influ- 
ence in Turkey has resulted in con- 
ditions as barbarous and more ag- 
gressive than were known under Sul- 
tan Abdu! Hamid, and that it had 
been shown Germany cannot be ex- 
pected to respect treaty obligations, 
Balfour says: 

“So long as Germany remains the 
Germany which without a shadow of 
justification overran and barbarously 
ill treated a country (Pelgium) it 
was pledged to defend, no state can 
regard its rights as secure if they 
have no better protection than a 
solemn treaty.” 

Asserting that Beleinm was not 
Germany’s only victim, and that 
“neutrals were intended to note out- 
rages which accompanied its con- 
quest,” the note recites the “reign 
of terror” attendant upon Germany's 
method of warfare, and in that con- 
nection says: 

“The war staffs of the central 
powers are well content to horrify the 
world if at the same time they can 
terrorize it.” 

The people of Great Britain, Bal- 
four says, share President Wilson's 
desire for ;eace, but do not believe 
it can be durable unless based on the 
success of the allied cause. Such 4 
peace, it is argued, cannot be ex- 
pected unless these three conditions 
are fulfilled: 

That existing causes of interna- 
tional unrest shall be, as far as pos- 
sible, removed or weakened: that the 
aggressive aims and the unscrupulols 
methods of the central powers shall 
fall into disrerute among their own 
peoples; and, finally, that )ehind in- 
ternational law and behind all treaty 
arrangements for preventing or limit- 
ing hostilities, some form of inter- 
national sanction shall be devise! 
which will give pause to the hardiest 
aggressor. 

It is recognized these conditions 
may be difficult of fulfilment, but the 
belief is expressed that they are in 
general harmony with President Wil- 
son’s ideas. The note deciares con- 
fidence that, so far as Europe is con- 
cerned, none of the conditions can 
be satisfied, even imperfectly > unless 
peace is secured _on the general lines 
indieated@ by the allies’ joint note. 

Great Britain's note was entirely 
unexpected to officials here, but was 
vgratifying because they interpreted it 
as a step toward the world lederation 
to preserve peace to which President 
Wilson, both in his speeches and in his 


peace note, has pledged the Unite 
States. 
Great sritain justifies her con- 


tinuance of hostilities, it was pointed 
out, not only for the immediate ob- 
jects of the war; but also on the ne- 
cessity that “behind international law 
and behind all treaty arrangements 
for preventing or limiting hostilities 
some form of international sanction 
should, be devised ‘which would give 
pause to the hardiest aggressor." 

It is just some such arrangement. 
it was pointed out, which Presiden’ 
Wilson has been urging and which i- 
expected to cause wider disagreemen’ 
fn American foreign policy than ens 
other question raised in the countr’'s 
history. 

Great Britain's answer was inter- 
preted as her official acceptance ani 
indorsement of the president's pro- 
posal.

GERMAN SEA RAIDER 


HAS MANY VICTIMS 


Sinks Score of Vessels In the 
South Atlantic 


Buenos Ayres, Jan. 18.-—Twenty- 
three merchant ships have been sunk 
or captured by a new German raider 
whose exploits surpass any hereto- 
fore recorded in the world’s naval 
history. 

The Teutonic commerce destroyer, 
believed to be the protected cruiser 
Vinet, probably eluded British pa- 
trols around Germany and swept from 
north to south across every transat- 
lantic ocean steamship pathway. 

Some of the survivors of ships sunk 
by the raider, just landed at Per- 
nambuco, had been aboard the raider 
twenty-eight days—indicating that 
the raider must have been operating 
for at least four weeks. Probably she 
has been at large, roaming the seas, 
for six weeks or more. The raider is 
still at large, according to reports.

OPERATIONS BROADENED 


House Helps Rules Committee In Ite 
Peace “Leak” Probe 
Washington, Jan, 18.—The {n- 
quiry into the alleged “leak” in con- 
nection with the president’s peace 
note has taken on the aspect of a 

broad congressional investigation. 

Suspending its hearings, the rules 
committee for the third time went to 
the house with a request for author- 
ity to broaden the field of its opera - 
tions and to retain expert advisers 
to ald it in the performance of its 
task. 

After another storm of debate, a 
resolution extending the life of the 
investigation for thirty days was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. 
The committee was also empowered 
to sit in Washington “or elsewhere,” 
and to secure counsel and expert ac- 
countants, for which it asked. No 
session will be held today. 


MAY GO TO ASYLUM 


Another Sensational Fight by Tnaw 
Is Considered Unlikely 

Philadelphia, Jan. 16.—In spite of 
the fact that more than $300,000 was 
spent by Harry K. Thaw’s mother 
to keep him out of Matteawan, in the 
memorable fight in the New Hamp- 
shire and New York courts, relatives 
of the fugitive are reported to have 
reluctantly come to the conclusion 
that it would be best for all con- 
cerned to have Thaw placed in an 
asylum. 

Such a bit of strategy would, it is 
felt, do away with the danger of an- 
other protracted legal contest and 
would place Thaw where he would 
not trouble the authorities.

! problem which their ancient religions 
has no solution for. On the one hand 
was the development of power, wealth 
and knowledge, and on the other the 
undermining of the old religions of the 
country, creating social problems which 
only Christianity has met successfully. 

The great advance of Japan es- 
pecially in the establishment of im- 
mense manufactories has brought from 
the country districts thousands of 
women 12 to 15 years of age and work- 
ing 12 to 15 hours each day. Without 
| any freedom in their lives before they 
have been brought face to face with 
moral situations that only the women 
missionaries and the Christian Religion 
can meet successfully. 

Japan at first was indifferent to 
religious influence of the missionaries, 
and felt that religion, particularly 
western religion, was needless. Thirty 
years ago it was impossible to interest 
them, but today conditions are changed. 
The newspapers are filled with religious 
discussion and although there are but 
200,000 Christians in Japan, as against 
30,000,000 Buddhists, all the great 
philanthropic and educational move- 
ments are planned by the native Chris- 
tians. The aim of the missionaries in 
Japan today is not so much one of con- 
quest, as itis to build up in Japan a self- 
supporting Christian church to do 
missionary work among the Japanese. 
With this end in view, Bishop Tucker 
said, great schools and colleges are 
being established—St. Paul's and St. 
Margaret’s at Tokio and St. Agnes’s at 
Kyoto. Here is laid the foundation of 
leadership, and so successfully is this 
work progressing that five-sixths of the 
churches of Japan are under native 
leadership.

Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society has Membership of 198. 


Report of Secretary 
for Year 


The first season of the Ballardvale 
Village Improvement Society has been 
a great success and at the annual meet- 
ing held last Friday night, the secretary 
| gave a very interesting report of the 
work accomplished since the formation 
of the society, last April. The member- 
ship is 198, of which 53 belong to the 
Children’s Auxiliary, formed in May, and 
is doing valuable work in helping im- 
prove the appearance of the grounds 
and gardens. 

The report of the secretary 1s as | 
follows:— 


“The Ballardvale Village Improve- 
ment sociely was organized April 17, 
1916, for the purpose—as stated in the 
constitution—of promoting by mutual 
interest and helpfulness, the health, 
| growth, cleanliness, prosperity, and at- 
tractiveness of Ballardvale. “The names 
of eighty-six members were received 
at the first meeting, and the number 
of members has since been increased to 
145, with 53 members of the Children’s 
Auxiliary which was organized on May 
3, 1916, making a total mdmbership of 
198. 

“Although the B. V. I’ S. is not yet 
la year old, we feel that the work ac- 
complished by its nine committees 
during its short existence would do 
credit to a much older organization. 
One of the first things done was the 
preparation of four bulletin boards, 
which were placed in the stores of the 
village, that all might be kept  in- 
formed as to the plans and_ progress 
of the work of the society. 


“Through the courtesy of the select- 
men of Andover, six large wooden 
signs, forbidding the dumping of rub- 
bish on or near public highways were 
received. These were placed at neces- 
sary points near the village. Three 
rubbish cans were also obtained by the 
society, and have proved their useful- 
ness.

Incidentally the report states that 
there is annually expended for charitable 
purposes in Massachusetts, exclusive 
of United States pensions, at least 
$23,365,138, of which apparently about 
$12,722,599 is derived from taxation, 
leaving about $10,642,539 as the amount 
derived from private contributions.
